knew, and ſo they go contrary tothe rules of Scripture , unleffe 
it be in following the falſc Teachers and Prophets, who ftole#he 
words ; &c. againſt whom the. true: Miniſters recorded'in the-

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Scriptures, mere ſent by the Lord to bear witnefFe., and the ſame 
tewitaciked in thisdayof the Lord : For on hinr do wewaic to 
know his wi , and'receive his counſell, and as he commands, 
we obey; and when we have reccived a word from him, and a 
command to utecr it , we dare not diſpuce, but obey, and: freak 
as the ſpirit gives utterance , and untill then we dare nor but be! ſt- 
lent ; for ſuch as runs andthe Lord ſends nov, flall not profit the 
hearcrs ; and ſo not totgke a Maſagethat another hath received, 
and run with is when the Lord never commanided us : And this 
alſo. we ſay, the bapriſme of Chrift we have reccived',. and the 
communion ot his body wepartake , and\dodiſcern it, even oe 
Lord, one Faith, one Baptiſme. And if heſhalb command us<o go! 
intothe water ,, and'to' care bread anddrink. wine together, wo 
ſhall be obedient ;/burco do irour felves,_ or adminifter itto 0- 
thers, becauſe ſome of the Saints did: it, we-dars nor, unlefie 
we aro. commanded of the Lord; for ſuch as medled' withthe 
things of God-, and not commanded'by him, nor as he com- 
manded , though ſome of them might have good intentions'/in 
what they did ; yet the Lord ſhewed: highigh diſpleaſure onthem' 
by ſeverc puniſhments, and: ſending hiptaithfull ſervants to re-- 
ſikie againſt them ; witneſſe Nadab'and Abibu,, the mien of Beth- 
ſhemeſhs Vzz4a, Saul, and'the' falſe Pcophets,, whio ſtole the words 
from their —_—_—— , and run whentheLord never ſent thern : 
And therefore Ice all ſuch as do things by imitation of the Saints 
- in'Scripture; or of. others who obeyed the' commands'of God, 
and-have not-reccived the like authority as they had , feare- and 
tremble, and take warning in time, left the Lord make them ex« 
amples of his wrath andindignation, as he&hath done others be- 
forc,, Now let no-cnvious , cavilling , or ignorant perſon {lan- 
der us, atid ſay , we deny the Scripture, for of the truth thereof 
are we witneſſes : And alſo of rhe ſpirit of truth which-gavethem 
forth, which wasand isthe Saintsguide and Teader', and-deare 
ly:do, we owne them, and this is the truth from oor hearrs: F

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Another of his Lics by bim £O., on usis, That we diſown 
the kingdome of Chrift , which is the great and bleſſed promiſe 
of the Goſpel, the faith and hope of Saints , for proof hereof he - 
faith , Ifthe very Chrift be in them , he is not in heaven 3 and that 
Naylor in his Salutation to the ſeed of God,contemprably ſaith; you 
obſerve dayes and years , perſons and forms, loc here, and loc 
there; and thetime and manner of his Reign you are jangling a- 
bout» and what a one he ſhall be ; all which as T. C. faith, declares 
that he accounts the Reign of Chriſt ſo mach witneſſed in Scrip-= 
ture, &c. to be but jangling and conceits.

Nutkers,who witneſs Chriſts being in them according to his prays 
er,$& promiſe;or T.C, who denics Chriſts being in the Saints,con- 
trary to both ? He further alleadgeth, that F. N. ſaith, you obſerve 
dayes and years, &c. as before expreſt : We ſay as before, may not 
T.C: as well charge Pau!, nay Chriſt himſclfe, for diſowning his 
Kingdome,: and denying his coming > whoſe words were tothe 
ſame purpoſe? | 
We further anſwer, that this is the King, who reigns inrighte« 
ouſneſſe, and rules tn judgement ; and for ſuch who live in wicked-

not bluſh : Then ſhall all falſe coverings be ripr off, and all ap- 
pear as they are; In vain ſhall it then be for ſuchto ſay, Lord, Lord, 
we bave preacht and baptized thy name,&c.

We lay, that vvhich the Scriptures declares vvas 
the guide and rule of Saints vve ovvn and vvitnefle, and the Scri- 
ptures of truth :o be given forth by that Spirit vvhich could nor 
crre. 

Another, No Ordinances. The Ordinances of Chriſt we ovvn ; 
One Lord, one Faith, one Baptiſme, and his Crofſe ordained by 
him vve daily witnefle, which crucifies us to the world, and the world 
unto us, and its the great power of God to ſalvation. 

Another is, No Law , but their Luſt. Thomas Colliers own prin- 
ciples, as manitcfted by his praftice andconteſſion, appears more 
like the Kanters then ours : For the grace of God which hath ap« 
peared to all men, hath taught us to deny nngodlineſs and worldly lujts, 
and to livegodlily & ſoberly inthis preſent world. Now T. C. bclides

that walke therein to be enemies , proclaiming their own rigteouſneſſe : - 
And then ſayes, al! theſe bave been lofitiemt; proved, and are daily 
witneſsed. This we ſay, ſome of them have been already falſcly 
charged , and ſufficiently made appear to be Iyes, but not one of 
them proved , nor nevercan; for in the preſence of the Lord we 
deny them , and declare them to be a heap of abominable lies:

have been proved before any proof off:red ? Bluſh at ſuch impu- 
dency- And he goes on, ſaying , Do they perform any duty to God 
or man, becauſe the Scripture requires it ? We ſay, we perform du- 
ties, becauſe God requires it of us ; and this is the ground of our 
obedience, as it was of the Saints that wene before 3 and ſuch 
as medled with the things of God, when not required by him, 
he declared his wrath againſt them, as the Scriptures teſtific. Doth +» 
not the Lords Propher ſay, Ifz. 1. To what purpoſe is the multitude 
of your ſacrifices , when you clnige ; oppor before me, &c? Tneſe 
things the Scriptures declare; yetthe Lord ſaith, who bath requi» 
red theſe things at your bands? when you fpread forth your hands , I 
will bide nine eyes from you ; yea, when you make many prayers, I will 
not hear. Waſh you, make you clean, put away the evill of your doings, 
ceaſe to do evill, &c, Now can ſuch bz owned, who fay, they preach 
and baptize in his name? and are ſet for the defence of the Goſpel, 
whole at hominations reign , and are drawing iniquity with cords 
of vanity, &%c ? Nay, woc is their portion, and this their ſentence, 
Depart ye workers of iniquity, 

| But T. C. gocs on, ſaying, Do they not call it literal obedience and 
' imitation? Yeagand well we may, when performed by them who 
are out of the lite : For our God z4 a ſpirit, and they that worſhip bim 
muſt worſhip him wm ſpirit & in truth;not in the oldneſs of the letter but 
in newneſs of ſpirit. Haft thou been ſo long profeſling thy iclfe a 
Teacher ? a Miniftcr of the Goſpel, and yet is thy Miniftry come 
no further chen the Letrer , Tm thou haft but a dead Miniſtry, 
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the fruits whereof. declare ws ame; that thou art one of them 
thatran, whom the Lord never ſcnt , and profits not the people. 
But he goes on with his lyes, faying , All their worke w to reproach 
nd contemn thoſe that own Chrift Feſus according to the Scriptures, 
and defire to obey bim, but this ſuits uot to their light within. T hou falſe 
accuſer, our work is not to reproach, or contemn any , but thou 
thy (elf art found caſting reproach and contempt on the innocent, 
and thoſe that own Chriſt accordingta the Scripture, -and obey 
him, we own, and have unity with ; but according to the Scrip.

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The Phariſees may riſe up in judgement and condemn thee , for.

hide them not- We ſay, it is well to confeſſe and forſake fin, and to 
bring them forth to judgement, and not to hide them from the 
light, butto be ſo many years confefling of fin , and not onely 
fill live in them , but draw iniquity with cords of vanity; what do 
theſe but declare their fins as Sodome ? or at leaſt as the Fewer, 
who would lyc and commit abhominations, and yet cry , The 
Temple of the Lord, or lean upon the Lord, and ſay, Is not the Lord 
amongſt us ? They who have ears to hear, let them hear. 
Page 1o. Another Iye by him charged on us is , That we ſhut 
the Kingdome of heaven , and will not enter therein our ſelves , nor 
uffer them that would, For proot of this he ſaith z This /kewiſe is 
true and clear ; for the way that Goa hath ordained to emer into the 
Kingdome, is by faith in Chriſt crucified, but you wi!l not enter as hath 
beencleared ; but we ſay fallly charged , never yer cleared : But 
conſider, how doſt thou know that this istheway 2? -Is it not be= 
cauſe the Saints left it.upon record in the Scriptures? and ſo the 
wickedet man in Exg/and may know it ;* but thy confeſſion and 
praRtice declarcs thee not to be in it, andſo thou knoweft it bur 
by report of thoſewho were witneffes of it , and walked in its 
Now how vain a thing it is for any to talk of the way to the 
Kingdome of God, while they walk in the way that leads tothe 
kingdomeof Satan, This we fay and know, The'way'to the kings * 
dome of God is by faith in Chrift crucified , the ſame that preacht him. 
ſelfe the light of the world > and there is none beſide it. Now this faich 
where it's witneſſed, purifics the heart , gives'viftory over fin, os' 
vercomes the world , and is held in a pure con{cience, which alt 
arc ignorant of , and far from, whole Iniquitics are apparently * 
written iptheir forc-heads, have abhominations reigning , and 
are drawing Iniquity with cords of vanity ; for no unclean thing ſhall 
ever enter into this Kingdome , = be that loveth or maketb « lye, what 
ever 
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ever is profeft. We further ws 8 vain for any totalk of Chris 
crucified, while ftrangers to 4s Crofſe , which we witnelſe co 
be che great power of Ge4to ſalvation ; and chooſe rather then our 
liberty , whcreia werejoyce, b.ing daily called to take it 
Now chere is a generation who profeſſe to be Chrilſts Diſciples, 
that take not up his Croſſe, bur ſay they will when called chere- 
unto. What ? profeſſe to be Chritts Diſciples , and not take up 
his daily Crofſz ? this profeſſion is-vain , and (uch by Chriſt are 
denycd to be his Diſciples ; who faich, Whoſoever will be bis Diſci- 
ple, muſt take up bis Croſſe daily and follow him : For che way to the 
Kingdome is ſtraight, through many cribulations,and an entrance 
thercinto is freely adminiſtred unto us z and the ſame as the Lord 
moves us, do we freely declare unto others ; and {o far from ſhut- 
ting upthe Kingdom of heaven, as by T. C. is falſely charged on 
us : But-to prove that which can never be, he gocs on, ſaying, 
Ton own no fleſhof Chriſt, but all ſpirit , therefore you ſhut up the way 
to the Kingdome. Bur we ſay, The fleſh of Chrijt do we own, there- 
fore T. C.. bclics' ys, ; And what Chriſt is, we bave firmly decla- 
red ,, even the ſame that the Scriptures teftifics of , whoſe fleſh is 
meat indeed which be gives for the life of the world, John 6. 54, But 
he gocs on in his old way, ſaying, That they will not enter, unleſs 
they may enter by their own righteouſneſs , and not by the blood of the 
Govenant. Firſt, by the blood of the Coycnant you will noe cuter, 
that is clearly often proved : We ſay ichath been falſely charged, 
but never yet proved ; for Chriſt Jeſus we wirneſſ< to be a Cove» 
nant of Light, andan entrance into the Kingdome which is ever- 
lafting, by faith in his blood tous is adminiftred, by which weare 
redeemed from our former vain converſation , and from whom 
we receive power. and ſtrength todo his will, and nat our own; 
who of God is made unto us wiſdome, righteouſneſs, ſanftification, and 
* redemption. He further ſayes, Then it muſt be'by your own righteouſ- 
eſſe if you expect to enter , but in truth you-never look to come there, 
We anftwer, as before. an entrance is freely adminiftred unto us 
iato the kingdome\which is cvcrlaſting, batnot by onr owneighs : 
ecouſncfſe; for we ſhiſerthe lafſe of. it, with our bodily exercites,. 
will-worſhip, voluntary bumilicies , with vain imications, forms, 
and traditions, which we ſomctimes lived in, whileſkore of the 
life, which none knows but-chey that. hath the Son ,, in _ 
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rightzouſne(ſe alone we now Rand, and rejoyc: in the loſſe of our 
own, that we might be found alone in him, in whom is accep» 
tance, the will, the deed, and che power is onely his, and ſo is the 
glocy {or ever: 

And then T. C, brings thele words of F. N, There is a ſeed to 
which the promiſe of Redemption is, &c, Doth not the Apotttle ſay 
the ſame ineff:&? The promiſe is to the ſeed , not ſeeds, as of many, 
&<c? Andin thy ſeed ſhall all the nations of the earth be bleſſed, &c. 7 
N. allo ſaith ; A! who know the redemption of Chriſt by bis precious 
blood, are redeemed from the vain converſation, &c- And much more 
he bath to the ſame purpoſe, wherein he clearly and fully declares 
that he owns Juſtification and Redemptiga of perſons, not by their 
own rigtcouſnctſe, butby the blood of Chritt; and to the witneffe - 
. Th. Collier produces for him , is found 6 give teſtimony againſt ** 

him. 

Another charge againſt us is, That we leave the weighty 
things of faith and obedience to the Laws and Ordinances of 
Chritt as vile and contemprible : And for his proof, he faith; 
This is a truth , there needs noproof : But we ſay, this is a lye 
that cannot, be proved : But he goes on with his work, faying, 
Elſe what means not anely their leaving undone the Ordinances 
of Chriſt, as Bapeiſme , Church-tellowſhip, breaking of bread, 
&c. Evcn the whole profeſſion of the faith of the Gofpel, but re» 
proaching ir , and thoſe who in faithfulnefſe to J:ſus Chrift 
walk in obedicnce to Chrift therein. 

Now this we ſay as betore, the Ordinances of Chrift, do we 
own» and his dayly croſs do we witneſs ; yea one Bapriſm, even 
the Bupeilm of Chriſt have we received, and are baptized into 
his death , and the fellow(hip of his ſufferings, being content 
patiently to ſuffer with him for a while, that we may reign 
with him for ever; yea and Church fellowſhip are we broughe 
into, and live in where our teſlowlhip is with the Father , and 
with his Sox Jeſ@r Chriſt 3 where all the faithfol] feeds at one Ta» 
ble,and drinks of one Fountain : being heirs of one inheritance, 
and the life and power of the Goſpel do we partake of, and far 
from reproaching it or any others; the Lord is our witneſs, for 
by him are wetaught better things, and all thoſe-who in faithful- 
nelle obey him we dearcely own, and in the lite have unity with: 
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. but ſuch as we fnd making ton of the name of Chrift, 
.his Ordinances, the Faith of the Goſpel, and obedicnce to him, 
and know not his voice» but are ſetting uptheir own inventions, 
imitating ſuch as went before without their Authority, and knows 
not the true Faith which purifies the heart, gives viory over fin 
and the World; but are drawing Iniquicy with cords of vani- 
ty , abhominations reigning, not Chriſt, iniquities apparently 
written in their forcheads- not the Fathers name ; theſe are they 
who profcſſc God in words, but in deeds deny him : againſt all 
ſuch do we bear teſtimony, and lee ſuch as names the name of 
Chriſt depart from Iniquity z for becauſe of ſuch things is the 
wrath of God revealed , and let all thoſe who profeſſe the faith 
df the Goſpel, fhew it by their vvorks of Righteouſneſs, and not 
livein yvorks of vvickedneſs, for vve dare not count them clean, 
vyhich are vvicked; but in the name and fear of the Lord, vyec 
ſay vvo unto them, that call evil good, and good :vil, that 
put darknelſlc for light, and lighe for darkneſſe, and arc dravving 
Iniquity vvith cords of vanity... 

Then he produces F. N:" in his love to the Loft , concerning , 
Baptiſme 3 where he ſaith,their forms of Water, and God cannot 
belimited to any form or rudiment 3 now F. N. is ſpeaking of 
ſuch as keep themſelves diſputing and jangling about-outward 
ceremonics inan imitation of Fohbxs Miniftrys calling it the Bap- 
tiſmof Chriſt 5 but ſofar from the power of Chrift or Joby, as 
not come to the form of cither; and ſaith their form of Water and 
God cannot belimitted,&c. And we ſay ſuch may well be called 
formes of Watcr , who are thus taking on: them forms, but are . 
from the life and powergas their own Confeſſion, witnefſe Tver- 
ton writing-T.C.further ſalth,let them not think this will bea'good 
excuſe for them in the great day of the Lord,that we took them up 
from the Letter, towhich we ſay, the day is come, that they 
that worſhip God muſt worthip him in Spirit and in truth ; and 
for all your littcral obedience, you ar? no better then thoſe of 
whom the Lord ſpeaks, Iſa. 1. While your abhominations are thus 
reigning, your iniquities apparently written in your foreheads, and 
you drawing it with cords of vanity, and are meckers of God , for« 
mall in boly duties, and the World like a canker hath eaten 
out all thedivine ſweetneſs of regenerating & ſanQifying face, 
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&c. 23 witnefſe your own confeſſion in Tiverton writing» hath the 
Lord as great dclight in burnt offerings and ſacriticer, as in obey- 
ing the voyce of the Lord? waſh yougmake you clean, &c- but T,C. 
farther ſaith,God can and doth limit his people to a viſible Rule 
and order, wherein they (hew their faith in him, love to him, 
and his Authority over them, &c, We fay that God hath ac- 
cordiag to his promiſe fent the ſpirit of truth, which guides his 
people into all truth , and put his Law in their hearts, and wriiten 
it in their inward parts, &c, And this the Saints in ſcripture 
witncſTed, and by ic were kept unto him with whom we give in 
this teſtimony that the ſpiritof truth is come, which ouldes into 
all irach;z and all choſe who are led by it are the Sons of God,and 
ſo ofthe truth of the fcripturcs are we witneſſes, and have their 
reftimony for and with us: And then he farther ſaith, page 21. 
We blefſe God that we have the Letter, and that he hath given us 
his Spiric throughche Miniſtry, and hath in any meaſurcſubjeRed 
our hearts to his Authority in the Letter, &c. We ſay let him that 
mentions the name of God depart from Iniquity, and ftop they 
mouth,and leave __ of being ſubjc& to bis Authority, until 
thou witnefſe cleanſing from,and Dominion over abhominations, 
which by thy own confeſſion are yet reigning in thee. He ftill gocs 
on ſaying, ſo undermining all the Ordinances of Chriſt , and 
laying of them aſide as vile and contemptable, elſe what meancs 
not only their judging all except themſelves to be carnal, &c? and 
themſelves Phariſees, &e. Thou Hypocrit be filent ; how haft 
thou judged us, and called us ſclfe righteous Phariſees? &c: and 
now ſayeſt we jadge all but our ſelves; thou confeſt we profeſs 
toown Chriſt, and preſs after holineſs, ſclfe-denyall and perfe- 
Qion, and ſeem to be moſt holy, ſelfe denying, &c. and that our 
lives ſcem to demonſtrate that we are perteRt and free from fin, 
and yet-are charging us for judging, who judge according to 
Chriſts rule expreſt in the Scripture to know the tree by his fruit, 
and fo becauſe we judge hee by thy fruits,and not rhy profeſſion, 
thou art c: ying out againſt us forjudging, we ſay again behold the 
Lord comes in flames of fire,to render vengeance againſt all ſuch ungodly 
ſinners, who profeſs his name in words, but iu a deny bim. There- 
tore ceaſe thy talking of thy Ordinances of Chrift, of faith in him, 
obedience and loveto him 5 and of making mention of his mo 
ant 
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unti 1 tkou-depart frcm In'quity, and know Dominion over thoſe 
abh ominations, which cr now 1cigning in thee for cur God is 
juſt, and will render to every one a due reward according to their works; 
But thou ſay its the way to make an «nd of 1! fatth and proteſ- 
ſion at once; this vvcfay,of all ſuch faith and profcfſion vwhich 
thou liveft in,vve trawple upon it, in the name, povver and Aus 
thority of the living God, yea all that profeſſion of God in vyords, 
vvhere vyorks deny him, as thine Co by thy ovvn confeſſion: and 
. vvhat is here proved againſt thee, and that faith yvhich doth not + 
purify the heart nor overcome fin, vvhat is it better then the faith 
of Devils, and is not thine ſhort of this? for the Devils believe and 
tremble, vvhile thou art ſpeaking againſt ircn-bling. And thou 
fayeſt, but indeed vve are bad and vile and vvretched; yea thy 
aRions declare theeſo to be; hovy many years haſt theu been 
conkeſling thy badnefſe and vileneſe, and yet contiructt fo? haſt 
thou never read in the Scriptures be that conteſſeth and forſaketh his 
fm ſhall find mercy; theu ſaycſt webelicve that he hath made us 
accepted in the beJoved, and in him he doth accept our fcrvices, 
&c. He that is in bim is @ new Creature, old things are done away z 
and they that .are Chriſts have cracified the fleſh with the afjefions 
and luſts; Thou farther ſaycſt, we do not only live by grace now, 
but we hope for the mercy of God, &c. The grace of God teacheth 
to deny ungodlyneſſe and wordly luſt , aud to live rightecuſly, godlyly 
and ſeberl, inthi preſent world; but what grace do you ſtand 
in, whoſe iniquitics are apparently written in your forchcads, 
Abhominations, reigning, and drawing iniquity with cords of 
vanity» and what hope is yours, but the hope of the Hypocrite 
tharperiſhcth? for they that truly hopes ſor his appearing , purifieth 
themſelves as be is pure, 1 Job. 3.3. and this is far different from 
what appears in you, who are as before expreſt in Tiverton wri» 
ting: Farther he ſaith, in this grace we ſtand poor and needy, &c» 
We ſaythey that ſtand in thegrace of God,though they may ſtand 
poor and needy,, yet not wicked and ungodly, for the grace of God 
teacheth to deny ungedlyneſſe, &c. and this in the fear and name of 
the Lord we utterly deny, that ſuch ſtand in the grace of God 
whoſe Abhominations reign, and are drawing iniquitie with Cords 
of vanity, &c. What is all your ſacrifices better then the offering of 
Swines blood, or the cutting off of a dogs neck? verily the Lord mn 
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far from accepting ſuch ſervices, as that they are ahominable wnto 
him; And thou Like ſayeft, rejoycing, that he hath accepted 
of ſuch poor ones as we are to honor him in the profeffion of his 
" name : we (ay the joy of the wicked is but as the crackling of. thorns 
under a pot ; | and whar' is yours otherwiſe if your wickednefſe 
be according toyour own confeſſion in Tiverton writing ; ſurely 
in vain do you cry the Temple of the Lord, the Ordinances of 
Chriſt; while chus defiled with your Abhominations ; againſt 
ſuch a profc{ſion, and Profeſſors of it, will the Lord appear to 
render vengeance, whoſe works deny him ; and in this faith and 
prof:ilion thou ſaycſt , thou art confident that God will keep a 
remnant to his Kingdom and glory, notwithſtanding all the rage 
of Devils, Quakers, and men; We ſay there is no unclean thing . 
ſhall ever enter into the Kingdome of God; and therefore ?vain is 
thy confidence, that God will Keep ſuch a Femnant which he by 
his faithful Szrvants declares, ſhall never enter therein z What 
will that God,before whom the wicked cannoeftand,& whoſe eyes 
cannot bchold the thing that 's evil , ſuffer ſuch a remnant to ens. 
terin or b: kept to his Kinedome, whoſe abhominations reignes, 
and are drawing Iniquity with cords of vanity ? nay the remnant that 
the Lord hath and will chooſe, ſhall be of anupright heart, and 
without guile in their mouthes, normockers of God, and they 
thar comes on Mount $:0#, muſt be ſuch whoſe garments are not 
defiled , and are redeemed from the Earth , not the Earthly 
mind ftanding in them, and who have the Fathers Name(not Ini» 
quity) apparently written in their forcheads. 

Another lye charged on us by him is,that we make God a ſyer, 
and for his proot he ſaith, they that ſay they have no fin deceive theme 
ſelves, and what in them lyeth, make God a Lyer, it is the 
Scripture Language,read your own doom, 1 Jobs x. 

Now what cyidenceis this to provethat the people called Que- 
kers make God aLyer, if thou canſt , produce that perſon amongſt 
them, who make God a Lyer, or that have ſaid he hath not fin- 
ned; for that is the Scripture language , he that ſaith that be hath 
not ſinned made God a Lyar; but what is this to the people called 
Huzkers,thart Scripture we ownybut it doth not at all ſerve for thy 
purpoſc,unlcſs thou prove the people called Quakers ſay they have 
not {inned, and fo until then, it muſt reſt as a lyc invented by thee, 
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and not that we arcguiltyof it; And farther we fay, all have 
gone out of the way, all (hut up under fin, and all that come truly 
to know Chriſt Jeſus, and faith in his blood, know ſalvation and 
cleanſing from fin , who is made manifeſt to defiroy the works of rhe 
Devill, and to ſave his people from their \ſins, And we know that 
God is truc , and is the avenger and puniſher' of lycs and 
Lyers. 

, Another of his lyes charged on us is, that we deſtroy civil cour- 
teſy 4s God hath commanded it , and for proot. ſaith , that is proved 
inthe Dialogue, and their ovvn praftice vvitneſs it, levelling all 
conditions , vvitneſſe likevviſe , Magiftrate, people, Husband, 
Witc , Parents, Children , Maſter , Servant all alike, no diffe. 
rence in the Quakers Religion ; witnefſe George, for inthe latter 
end of his pretended word to the Gentiles, &c. he faith al! to the 
light within, &c, Now mark his proot : firft he ſaith its proved 3 
the Dialogue; we ſay its fallly charged in the Dialogue; but no 
proof offered that we arc guilty of it; he there mentions ſeveral 
Scriptures which we own; neither can he prove us guilty of the 
breach ot one of them ; he faith alſo their own praftices witneſſe 
3 Now it be means the vain praQtiſc of this Generation, which 
is uſually called Complements; many vain wicked words uſed 
to no good purpoſe : but in much deceit, in pretending ſervice 
and friendſhip , when the contrary is intended, and reſpe& of 
perſons, ſuch civil courteſy and vain cuſtomes we do deny , and 
bear teſtimony againſt ; and ſo did the Saints recorded in Scrip- 
eure, The cuftoms of the Heathen are vain, and Chriſts flock were 
choſen out of the World, and bore eteſtimony that their deeds were 
evil z And farther we declarc,that it is our duty and pradtiſeto 
do good unto all ; and che ſeveral conditions and relations of 
Magiſtrates, and people, Husbands and Wives, Parcnts and 
Children, Maſters and Scrvants, wc own and praQtiſe according 
to the Scriptures, and deny the contrary 

- But he ich wieneflc George, all to the light within,&c. as if to di» 
rc& tothe light within » were to deftroy civil courteſy,and level 
all conditions : a wicked conclufton,it being fo far from deftroy- 
ing conditions and relations , before expreft , that it preſerves 
them, and ſuch as arc guided by it, know and praRiſe their ſes 
vcral dutics thercin z He farther ſaith, « /rarned piece full of Di- 
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vinity in Foxes account, oblerel bs light and ſcoffing Spirit, the 
falſe Leaders mark, and this ſcripture fulfilled i» the laſt dayes ſhall 
come ſcoffers, &c, But T. C. gocs on and concludes his evidence 
with an addition of many lyes, ſaying that under pretence of page 
fon they have brought in a Religion made up of infidelity, pride, diſe 
obedience, hypocriſy, trampling of the blood of Chriſt under foot , &c. 
The truth of this hath been largly manifeſt in what hath been 
faid and ecftified before from their own writings, words and

ye workers of Iniquity, 1 know you not. Then ſhall 
you ſee that nothing that's unclean can enter 
this City. And verily, unlefle you know him 
a Saviour from fin, and your Redeemer from 
iniquity, in the particular, he will not be a Sa- 
viour to you from hell and condemnation 3 for 
they that hope for the latter , and know not 
the former, this is the hope of the hypocrite 
that will periſh , and not ſtand in the time of 
greateſt need : So think it not ſufficient to be 
offering ſacrifice to'the Lord, and crying our, 
The Temple of the Lord, &c. And that you pro- 
feſle his-Ordinances, and walk in Church-fel- 
lowſhip as you call it. | | 

But in coolneſſe and moderation of ſpirit let

not haſty or raſh, but try your ſelves, ſearch 
your ſelves. Know you not that Chriſt Jeſus is 
in you, except ye be Reprobates > And where 'he 
is made manifeſt, it is to deſtroy the works of 
, the Devill : And if it be not done in the par- 
ticular while you are upon Earth,” when doe

God _ turned againſt Truth in a great mea- 
ſure, and. nothing you account ſo dangerous, 
and ſo much cry. out againſt ; Even for' this 
have teares been ſhed for you in ſecret 5 your 
piety is now turned into policy, complying 
with the world, leſt you ſhould ſuffer by them. 
Conlider in the cool of the day, what's the 
difference between you and the vvorld >? Doe 
you not ſpeak when you will ? and pray when 
you vvill > go vvyhen you vvill, arid come vyhen 
you vvill, as the vvorlds Teachers do?

qþlefſed are all they vvho knovv him their 
guide and leader, _ and Lavv-giver, and 
axe vvholly ſubje& to him , - they ſhall reigne 
vvith him upan Mount Sion , and ſhall ing

judgement ; the vvay to reign, is to ſuffer vvith 

im 3 aud this muſt all vvitneſle in the particular, 
all muſt know the living ſlain, and the dead rai- 
ſed by the mighty power -of God 3; and ſuch as 
have part in the firſt Reſurrection, on ſuch the ſe- 
cond death hath no power. 

And therefore we warn you all in lovetoyour 
ſouls, that ye wander not abroad ; ſalvation muſt 
be witneſled at home, or all is vain. We further 
ſay, as living witneſles, for the Lord we now 
ſtand , who have obtained mercy, after long
